Tilton is bere, and Taylor is
thus proven an imsginary man. This
leayes four men to be accounted for, all
fonr bodies baving been recovered,

At the exprees offics was found today
a telescope valise, sent from the Cascade
Locks to Pendleton by Georga H. Clack-
inge. It was examined, and inside were
fonnd euvelopes addressed to him at the
Cascade Locks, and a silk badge of the
lodge of Knights of Pythirs at the
Locks. A telegram was received here by
thie Elk’s lodge, inquiring if Clackings,
the secretary of the Cascade Locks Elks,
wag burned' in the fire. No doubt re-
mains now that Cla¢kings was from the
Locks and a member of these orders.

A man named Graham was also found,

who said he came to Pendleton withy

Clackings, who had money to invest in
some business, if he found a saitable
opening.

outbresks, especially in the region near
Shanghai. Assistant S8ecretary MecAdoo
telegraphed Admiral Carpenter, advising
niw that there was s great deal of ap-
prehension here, that American citizens
in China might lose their livesand prop-
erty and telling him that every possible
effurt must be made Lo protect American
citizens, He aiso asked the Admiral
to cable him at once the real situation
and where there is danger of further
disturbances. Admiral Carpenter, with
the fAlagehip Baltimore, i3 at Negasaki,
Japan, about 400 miles from Ehanghai.

Every-
body in the mob wasdrunk, and none
scemed able to unlock the juil door.
After working abont the locks and beolts
withoat resalt, they secured sledge-ham-
mers aod tried to break down the doors.
They proved too strong for them, bow-
ever, and after two hours’ hard work
abandoned the job. They then emptied
their revolvers into the cells of the jail,
bot no one was hit. Retarning the
keys to the jailer, they said they would
be back tonight, and left. The mob was
made up of men from Washington and
Marion counties. The two negroes will
